Adam the Carthusiann is mentioned in the ‘‘ Bibliotheca Carthusiana ”’ of T. Petreius, Colonia, 
1609, 8vo, as well as by Pits, Vossius and others, who generally state that he flourished a.pD. 1340, 

or thereabouts. From the account of him contained in the present MS. it appears that he lived ata 
considerably earlier period, and that he was first a monk and then Abbot of the Premonstratensian 
monastry of Dryburgh in Scotland, but that he subsequently joined the Carthusian order, and 
became a monk of Witham, County of Somerset—their first house in England, which was at that time 
under the special care of St. Hugh, who had been Prior there. This relate died in a.p. 1200, The 
Sermons are not mentioned by Perteius, nor, so faras appears, by any other writer. Thetwenty-first 
of these is entitled: ‘‘ Sermo in die sancti hugonis episcopi lincolniensis’”’ ; and it is observable 
that the saint is shoken of historically, and that a ‘‘ Life ’”’ of him is cited, as well as the “‘ Speculum ” 
of Vincent of Beauvais, who flourished a.p. 1250. These facts, though consistent with the date 
assigned to Adam the Carthusian by Petreius and others, v7z. 1340, do not agree with his biography 
as recorded in this MS. (artt. 8,9). Unless there were two Carthusian writers of the name of Adam, 
the date 1340 must be an erroneous one. The sermon on St. Hugh would appear to have been 
interpolated into the series. Petreius refers to the ‘‘ Life of St. Hugh,” in five books, and cites 
words of the author which are found in the present copy: ‘‘ —que du uiro beatissimo lincolniensi 
presule uidi audiui,” &c., f. 111b, col. 2. He imagines that the book was written, not by Adam

Almanack. <A perpétual Calendar, or Almanack, entirely cut in wood, in the manner of the block 
books, and probably executed at London about the year 1500, but with spaces left blank to be filled 
up in MS. to serve for any subsequent year, in a new mor. cylindrical case. c. 1500. It is printed 
on apiece of vellum 30% inches long by 54 inches broad. At the head is a monthly table, divided for 
twenty-eight days, which the original possessor has filled with MS. marks and figures. Beneath this 
is a circular dial divided into the twenty-four hours, with the emblems of the Evangelists at each 
corner, and the Holy Rood in the centre. Then comes a calendar of twelve months, with the saint’s 
days and holy days, indicated by emblems: thus, against the Epiphany are three crowns; St. 
Blaizeis represented by a chafing-dish filled with live embers; against St. Dunstan is the devil, in 
the form of a hog, confronting the saint; S. Eligius is indicated by a goldsmith’s hammer; and the 
English origin of the almanack is sufficiently evidenced by the names in the calendar of St. Botolph, 
St. Edward, St. Guthlac, St. Alphege, St. Cuthbert, etc. This side of the Almanack concludes 
with eight chronological data which it is not easy to reconcile though it may safely be concluded 
that the sixth gives the true date at which the almanack wasin use. The reckonings run thus :—Ab 
origine mundi VI™ VII°; Etas Ade [Adame] IX¢ XXXII; Etas Eve.

It will be seen that it is 
impossible to reconcile the date of 1554 with 361 years from the Passion of St. Thomas-a-Recket, 
which took place in 1170, and would therefore give 1531. But the chief puzzle is the last date, 
“A coronacione regis LX,” as there is no king whose coronation dates sixty years before 1554, and 
that year gives only a few months in Queen Mary’s reign. On the reverse side of the almanack we find 
at the top the letter “‘MS ” in a circle, in white on a black ground, and beneath this are 
twelve woodcuts, representing the occupations of the months, while over against each one is acircle 
with twenty-four rays, representing the hours of day and night by red and black lines.

THE SHERIDAN COLLECTION.—AUTOGRAPH MANUSCRIPTS. 


The MSS. inthis Collection are of extraordinary and possibly unique interest, since it was only on very 
few occasions that Sheridan wrote as freely and intimately as he did to the three gifted and charming 
ladies to whom these letters are addressed—Georgiana, Duchess of Devonshire, her sister Harriet, 
Countess of Bessborough, and her friend, Lady Elizabeth Foster. The letters, besides being a 
revelation of Sheridan’s complex and émotional character, contain a pathetic account of his wife’s 
last illness, and several outspoken comments on politics and politicians. It would be hardly pos- 
sible to discover a more interesting memorial of the friendship between the great Dramatist and 
the beautiful Duchess.
